Guam. April, 21—(AP)—Fight- 


ing on southern Okinawa raged 
fiercely today as Japanese troops 
fought a stubborn defense action 
against three American divisions 
driving toward Naha. the island's 
capital. 


Adm. Chester" W. Nimitz' com- 


munique yesterday said 10 Amer- 
ican ships of all types were lost 
during 
Okinawa 
operations 
be- 


tween March IS and April IS. The 
Japanese lost 100 vessels, among 
ihcm the prized -15.000-ton battle- 
ship Yamato. Added to this total 
in sca-land-air warfare were -.069 
blasted Japcncsc planes. 


American losses included 
five 


destroyers, a destroyer-transport, 
two • minccraft. a gunboat, four 
landing craft and two ammunition 
vessels. 


Despite terrific casualties from 


artillery preparation for the south- 
ward push of the 27th.

Postwar Building 


P.anking high among our citi- 


zens' consuming postwar desires, 
according to a recent poll, are thc 
yens for a new home and a new 
car—the latter, no doubt, to -in- 
able them to stay away from chc 
new home as much as possible. 


This information is naturally of 


considerable interest to thc auto 
makers and to the building and 
allied industries, and to the people 
who hope to get jobs with them 
after the war. 


Thc automobile people seem to 


know their production capacity 
and their market so well that all 
they need now is thc signal to 
switch from tanks and bombers to 
sedans and coupes. But builders 
seem a little at sea. judging from 
the conflicting guesses and esti- 
mates 'that arc floating around. 


In fact, predictions on postwar 


house construction by contractors, 
plumbers, painters and other in- 
teicatcd parties have rivaled in 
variety thc debate on 60 million 
jobs. . But few have'been so im- 
pressively buttressed by facts and 
figures as thc speculations of J. 
E. Haines. an executive of 
thc 


Minneapolis-Honeywell 
Regulator 


Co., which we came upon the oth- 
er day. 


Mr. Haines jumps off from Jie 


building "cycle of 1919-1935. 
He 


puts down the expenditure on new 
non-farm dwellings in those years, 
and relates that expenditure to 
the national income. It turns out 
that in -this period the country's 
average annual outlay for such 
construction was 52.9 ..billions, or 
3.9 per cent of the national income 
after taxes. 


Thus armed, he ventures into 


the realm of conjecture. 
He as- 


sumes that we can attain a na- 
tional income _of 5120 .billions a 
few years after the war. nnd will 
have $100 billions left after pay- 
ing- our taxes. He also assumes 
that this high income will give a 
greater share to' thc lower income 
groups than in pre-w'ar years. 


Mr. Haines figures a budget of 


3.75 per cent of our spending mon- 
ey for new houses would be about 
right. Then, with the help of Na- 
tional Resources Planning Board 
and U. S. Building and Loan As- 
sociation statistics on thc ratio of 
income to property valuation, he 
produces his estimate 
on 
how- 


many postwar 
houses 
will 
be 


built, and who will buy them. It 
comes out like this: 


Those S3.75 billions will build 


680.000 dwellings. Three hundred 
thousand will cost S5.500 or more 
(for house and property) and will

Just a few days before Roose- 


velt's death, there had been a big 
argument in congress, which had 
delayed this extension of lend-leasc 
authority until a year from next 
June 30 (not thc end of the war.) 
Frankly a majority in botli houses 
was suspicious that the adminis- 
tration spenders intended to use 
this blanket lend-leasc authoriza- 
tion for relief and rehabilitation 
in Europe, 


They had heard the French, for 


instance, were already rchabilitat-' 


machinery into factories from our 
lend lease kitty. 
Supposedly this 


government felt the rehabilitation 
of French railroads was essential 
to hauling our war supplies to the 
front, and looked at the installa- 
tion of our machinery in French 
factories thc same way.

But this war has cost us $238.- 


000.000.000 already (Morgenthau's 
last figure) and lend-lease already 
had amounted to S35.-100.000.000 
last December 31. Our financial 
position is not improving. 


Lend-lease should be about over 


as far as big figures are concerned, 
because no new contract could now 
be made in time to do any good 
in Kuropc and thc Far Eastern 
war is largely our own effort ex- 
cept for lend-lease to China, whose 
ports arc still closed. 


Furthermore, we face the pros- 


pects of putting out above $25,- 
000,000,000 more abroad for post- 
war without any lend lease. 


'An official British statement es- 


timated she would need $5,500.- 
000.000 the year beginning next 
July 1, mostly for civilian relief. 
The French want $2,500,000.000 
now and more after German re- 
sistance ceases. 
No one knows 


Russia's needs but she has asked 
$6,000.000,000 of credits. 


British contracts already made 


will run to 57,500,000,000 for this 
year. Our UNRRA is supposedly 
planning an increase in its $1,200.- 
000,000. The Export Import bank 
is said to want §1,300,000.000 more. 
These unspecified prospects could 
run up to 550,000,000,000—outside 
of lend lease. 


No one in this government has 


yet said anything about cutting 
down, so thc house tacked a mild 
amendment on the lend-lease ex- 
tension expressing thc idea (no 
more) that lend-leasc should not 
be used for post-par. Foreign Eco- 


nomic Administrator Leo Crowlcy 
promised it would not be used, but 
in view of the reputation of the 
administration, - this 
was " not 


enough for the senate.

The T a f t 
direct 
restriction 


against such use failed there by 
a tight tie vote, with Truman him- 
self voting against it. This bare— 
if not Invisible—margin of success 
for the government gave full warn- 
ing that international post-war 
spending policies probably can not 
get through congress, at least Uiat 
no such policy would be allowed. 


Yet the administration proba- 


bly can do as it pleases, because 
its authority now has more than 


be bought by persons whose an-

income begins at $2,500. 


Those making between $1,000 and

practically any expense was act- 
ually in the war effort or made 
necessary "to close up old con- 
tracts." 
' That is thc cloud in which thc 
matter was wreathed when Tru- 
man got it at the White House. He 
signed thc bill with great praise ot 
thc Roosevelt policy, using several 
hundred words to do It. but he 
wound up with this promise: 


"Lend-lease will be carried on 


until unconditional surrender or 
complete defeat of Germany and 
Japan. 


Somehow congressmen believe 


Truman 
has 
more regard 
for 


money than Roosevelt had. They 
look on him as less of a spender. 
His promise was therefore inter- 
preted as being what 
congress 


wanted. 


However, it is all up to him. Thc 


law will let him do practically 
anything (the extension bill being 
merely a continuance of authority, 
without mention of any sum of 
money.) 


But to the very day this was 


written, no one had been able to 
get from, the government any es- 
timate of post-war costs, cither as 
to 
lend-lease.

bank or any other phase. 


Senate committees have repeat- 


edly called upon the Budget Bu- 
reau for estimates of what will be 
needed, but the bureau always re- 
plied it did not know. 


In thc truest sense then, thc 


post-war spending policy is still 
running open-ended, although con- 
gress is rearing waringly already 
against looseness, and Truman has 
promised lcnd-lca.se at least will 
stop at thc war end.

Local Man in Okinawa Invasion 


By IIAK UOVLE 


Near Leipzig. Germany—(AP) 
The first time I saw him he 


was lying in a big double bed in 
the cold and drafty Grand Hotel 
in Oran. mopping his nose and 
gently cursing all the people who 
had reported that Africa was a 
warm country. 


He was just a shriveled little 


patch of a man with a sandy 
white thatched- balding head and 
blue eyes alert as a boy's. He 
wasn't famous then. 
He wanted 


a handkerchief more than he did 
anything east or west of the Suez 
canal and when I gave him two 
ho was as grateful as if I had 
handed him Uic mortgage on a 
gold mine. That was late in No- 
vember 19-12. 


In January I saw him again in 


the Ousscllia valley in 
Tunisia. 


We slept next to each other 
on 


lumpy flea-ridden piles of straw 
under a farm wagon with bent 
pieces of tin between the wheels 
to keep out the winter wind. Rain 
leaked on us and we shivered and 
said how much we hated war. But 
already he had fallen in love with 
the infantry. 


The day 
after 
the Germans 


roared out of Faid Pass to push 
our fledgling army 
back 
past 


Kasserine I rode up with him and 
on the plains by Sidi Bou Zid we 
watched the outgunned and out- 
numbered First Armored Division 
tankmen die stubbornly and gal- 
lantly under the flowering almond 
trees. - He"never-forgot that sight 
or that day or that bravery. 


Xaine Begins to Spread 


His name 
was 
beginning to 


spread then. Not so much among 
the troops at the 
front. 
but 


among the people back home. He 
wrote so simply and graphically 
of men in battle that already in 
America they were beginning to 
refer to it as "His War".. .and no 
one ever told it better. 


He loved comfort and hated 
j 
cold, but he learned to live in the 
field like the Doughboys he wrote 
about. He carried the same num- 
ber of blankets and slept on the 
ground beside them under shell- 
fire—and they were in their early 
20's and he was in his early -10's 
He thawed out after the Tunisiar 
campaign in Algeria and. began 
to sew his first book together. 


The chalk dust of Sicily rackec 


him with coughs but back home 
people wanted to read about their 
boys and he had 
no rest. 
He 


wouldn't wear his helmet and once 
near Troina when Mcsscrschmitts 
raided our camp and I lifted my 
nose out of the ditch, there he 
was holding a 
shovel over his 


head for protection and grinning 
like a gargoyle. 


Homesick for Wife 


He was worn out after Sicily 


and 
so homesick 
for his wife. 


Jerry, "the girl who rides beside 
me", he had to go home for d 
brief rest. 
He didn't got it. Ho 


was lionized and came back to 
the Italian campaign bewildered 
by his fame, liking il because he 
WHS ambitious, but confused be- 
cause it inlcrni, ted his simple 
life. 


He wasn't truly shy. 
but it 


startled him to find that everyone 
in the world wanted to call him 
friend. 
He was doubtful of his 


own ability in Naples and thought 
hv had lost forever his gift for 
describing the fear and agony of 
men in combat. Th<Mi. at the bot- 
tom o:' despair, he wrote a beau- 
tiful story of how n group of sol- 
diers brought ciown by mulcpack
